Face Tax in Britain 


LONDON, Jan. 15.—(4)—Great 
Britain is considering a license tax 
for her 10,000,000 cyclists—but an 
obsolete law requiring a man with 
a red flag to walk in front of the 
bicycle definitely has been dropped. 

The tax proposal calls for a fee 
of $1.25, the price ineluding the 
cost of a bolt-on registration. Esti- 
mated revenue would be about $12,- 
500,000, 

Other suggestions considered in 
the anti-accident campaign were 
compulsory insurance, red rear 
lights instead of reflectors and mak- 
ing “careless driving’ a punishable 
offense. 

Harassed cyclists asked about the 
man-with-a-red-flag law, no longer 
enforced but still in existence. 
They may rest assured, officials 
said, the law will be forgotten 
completely. 


RISE IN TIRE PRICES 
IS SEEN BY EXECUTIVE 


Dutch and English Produc- 
ers Co-operating To Hike 
Rubber Costs. 


Mounting costs of rubber will send 
prices up on automboile tires with- 


in a few weeks, according to William 
O'Neil, president of the General Tire 
& Rubber Company, who is in Atlan- 
ta attending salesmen and dealer con- 
ferences for the southeastern states. 


Salesmen of the company gathered 
with O’Neil yesterday at the Henry 
Grady hotel and today approximately 
200 dealers from the Carolinas, Ten- 
neseee, Alabama, Georgia and Florida 
will meet with O’Neil and other offi- 
cials of the company. 

“Prices on rubber imports have 
risen sharply in recent months,” 
O'Neil said. “So far, the increased 
costs have not been passed on to the 
tire customer. The Dutch and the 
English have co-operated in a plan 
whereby this country will have to pay 
stiffer prices for raw rubber; much 
as we have ecaled prices upward on 
some of our exported raw materials, 
Rubber that once cost about 12 cents 
a pound now costs about 22 cents a 
pound. There is nothing we can do 
about it as the Dutch and the English 


contro] the market.” 


The average American who unwise- 
ly uses a tire until it is fit only for 
an ash heap, should for his own safety 
discard tires when they have only 
about 5,000 miles of life left in them, 
O'Neil said. 

“Anyone who drives a car at 60 
miles or so an hour when the front 
tires are wearing down to their last 
tread is inviting sudden death,” he 
added.

NEW PENAL BULDINGS 
ADVOCATE BY BATE 


U. S. Prisons Overcrowded, 
He Says; 3,120 Confined in 
Atlanta Institution. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—(P)— 
Sanford Bates, director of federal pris- 
ons reported to Attorney General 
Cummings today that “grievously 
overcrowded” government penal insti- 
tutions are operated under conditions 
found in “no other civilized nation.” 

“The most populous prison in Great 
Britain houses less than 1,000 men,” 
Bates said. But in this country on 
December 25, there were 3,120 fed- 
eral prisoners confined in Atlanta 
penitentiary; 2,972 in Leavenworth 
main prison and 1,329 in Northeast- 
ern. 
“We cannot dismiss our responsibil- 
ity for this condition with the state- 
ment that money must be devoted to 
other more pleasant Pa por ge before 
we can afford the building of prisons,” 
Bates said. 

“There is danger that americans 
are becoming too tolerant of the griev- 
ously overcrowded prisow conditions.” 

A December tabulation showed 49,- 
480 persons under some sort of penal 
supervision on Christmas Day, an in- 
crease of 5,730 over the previous year. 
Of these, 21,776 were confined in pris- 
ons, reformatories, hospitals or camps 
and the remainder were out on parole. 

The population of federal penal in- 
stitutions increased during calendar 
year 1986 as follows; Penitentiaries 
221, reformatories 40, prison camps 62, 
a hospital 112, federal ails 
29, national training school for boys 
61. The number of persons on proba- 
tion increased 4,515. 

Justice officials said no breakdown 
was available showing what offenses 
the majority of prisoners had commit- 
ted, but they said that of 24,502 sen- 
tences handed down in federal courts 
in the fiscal year 1936, approximate- 
ly 12,750 were imposed for liquor law 
violations. Others were as follows: Im- 
migration law violations, 2.520 nar- 
cotics 2,072, counterfeiting and for- 
gery 1,523 and for violation of postal 
laws, 1,345 

Rising building costs meantime 
have required justice officials to scrap 
half or possibly two-thirds of a $2,- 
500,000 prison building program.

NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—(A)— 
Gotham’s Town Hall club tonight 
gave its annual medal to Margaret 
Sanger, birth control proponent, as 
the member who in the last year 
had made the “most conspicuous 
contribution to the enlargement 
and enrichment of life.”

Addressing the Institute of Public | 
Affairs at the University of Georgia, 


Salvemini said: 

“President Roosevelt is often called 
a dictator because he intervenes in the 
processes of production and distribu- 
tion. The truth is that the policy of 
intervention in economic life is char- 
acteristic neither of free, 
potic, nor of oligarchical, nor of dem- 
ocratic governments. 

“All governments in all periods have 
intervened ... only by virtue of the 


fact that they have built roads, impos- . 


ed taxes and issued currency. 

“President Roosevelt would be a 
dictator if, besides intervening in eco- 
nomic life, he suppressed personal 
rights, political liberties, and parlia- 
mentary institutions; if the citizens of 
the United States were no longer al- 
lowed to read whatever newspapers 
they liked: if they could not assemble 
freely; if those who eriticized Presi- 
dent Roosevelt—for instance Mr. Hoo 
ver or Mr. Ford —were sent to a con- 
centration camp. 

“This would be Fascism, Nazism, or 
dictatorship, not the intervention of 
the government in the business of pro- 
duction and distribution of wealth.” 

(laseing Russia, Germany, and Italy 
as ‘‘dietatorial regimes,’ Professor 
Salvemini declared it his belief 
Hitler should pay tremendous roya!ties 
to Mussolini, and Mussolini, in turn, 
to Stalin, since Italy had imitated Rus- 
sia in enacting Fascist lawe and Ger- 
many had imitated Italy in setting up 
her Nazi legislation. 

“Whereas the Communist dictator- 
ship was set up with the aim of abol. 
ishing private ownership, of the means 
of production and of distribution, both 
the Fascist and the Nazi dictatorships 
claim to have saved Europe from Com 
muniem and maintain that their ob 
ject is to uphold private ownership. 

Salvemini asserted neither pure dic- 
tatorship nor unrestrained freedom is 
to be found anywhere.

DEGENERATE 15 SOUGHT 


BEST TOBACCO SOILS 


DESORBED AT TFTON 


Experiment Station Special- 
ists Explain Problems 
to Growers. 


—_ 


TIFTON, Ga., Jan. 15.—(7)—J. M. 
Carr, tobacco specialist of the Coastal 
Plains Experiment Station, told a 
state-wide meeting of leaf growers here 
today “soils that produce high yields 
of other crops will not produce profit- 
able crops of flue-cured tobacco.” 

“Such soils grow the plant too large 
and coarse for fine quality,” he said. 

“In order to produce fine quality, it 
is necessary that the plant be fed a 
definite and known ration in much 
the same manner that high producing 
animais are fed. 5 

“To avoid the unknown, only soils 
low in natural fertility, but of good 
physical qualities, should be used.” 

Carr explained the fertilizing of the 
tobaceo plants must be done carefully. 

J. G. Gaines, tobacco epecialist at 
the Experiment Station, another speak- 
er at the meeting, told the growers 
“an ounce of preventive effort against 
tobacco diseases is worth many pounds 
of cure attempted after the disease 
becomes pronounced.” 

“As soon as the tobacco growers 
as a group realize the practical impor- 
tance of timely employing preventive 
measures, a long step will have been 


made in solving some of their most} 


serious problems,” he said. 

Gaines said the “two most impor- 
tant” tobacco diseases in the south 
Georgia belt are downy mildew, which 
attacks seedlings in the bed, and root 
knot. which causes plante in the field 
to wilt and die. 

“The only effective method known 
for successfully controlling mildew in 
tobacco plant beds is to grow the 
plants in hotbeds under glass where 
artificial heat is supplied and the tem- 
perature kept at 70 degrees or above 
practically all the time during the 
mildew period,” he said.

NEW YORKER CHARGED

Eddie 


Schneider Declares 
U. S. Attorney Paid Him 
for Services in Spain. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—(#)—Back 
from a month of dropping bombs on 
behalf of the ‘Spanish Loyalist gov- 
ernment, Eddie Schneider, Jersey 
City, N. J., aviator, said today he was 
signed by a New York lawyer to serve 
in the Spanish war at $1,500 a 
month. 

Schneider was questioned by Assis- 
tant United States Attorney John F. 
Dailey Jr., who announced he would 
seek indictments from the _ federal 
grand jury next week against several 
New Yorkers in connection with the 
enlistment of American aviators for 
Spanish service, 

Interviewed as he entered Dailey's 
office, Schneider said the lawyer ne- 
gotiated with him for his services 
and handed him his steamship ticket 
for transportation to Spain. 

The flier said he quit the war to 
comply with President Roosevelt's 
neutrality policy. 

Schneider said he participated in 
daily bombing raids in Spain for 
three weeks. 

Dailey said it was unlikely the 
grand jury would hear testimony from 
Bert Acosta and Major Gordon Berry, 
free-lance fliers who returned yester- 
day from Spain and whom Dailey 
questioned, but that agencies hiring 
Americans for Spanish service would 
be prosecuted “to the limit.”

Arthur Madsen, 26, who admitted 
once being an inmate of a _ hospital 
for the insane in Washington state, 
was held at Sacramento, Cal., for in- 
vestigation. Police Captain’ Fritz 
Kaminsky declined to say whether he 
federal agents instigated’ the 
“hold” order egainst the man.

American Embassy Counsel- 


or, Seeking To Negotiate 
Release, Is Detained. 


SHANGHAI (Saturdoy), Jan. 16. 
(UP)—The fate of 27 Americans re- 
portedly detained as hostages in Sian- 
Fu by Shensi province Communist 


United States embassy attaches in 
Nanking had no word from Willys 
R. Peck, embassy counselor, who flew 
to Sian yesterday to attempt to ar- 
range the Americans’ release. 

Some fear was felt that Peck, too, 
may have been detained. It was 
pointed out that the men who kid- 
naped Generalissimo Chiang’ Kai- 
shek, Nanking dictator, at Sian last 
month, still are in control there and 
would not hesitate to seize anybody 
who might be useful in guaranteeing 
them against attack by government 
bombing planes, 

The Chinese central news agency 
reported that General Mao Tse-tung, 
chief commander of the Chinese Com- 
munist armies, had reached Sian-fu 
and was supervising organization of 
the Shensi Communist § administra- 
tion. 

Mao, a former newspaperman, has 
been one of the most rabid of the 
Communist leaders ever. since the 
split in the Kuomintang revolution in 
1927 which resulted in Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek’s rise to power on an 
anti-Communist program. 

Other advices indicated that the 
Communists were consolidating their 
power in Shensi and that half-hearted 
efforts of Nanking to arrange a peace- 
ful settlement of the revolt were 
making no headway. 

Generalissimo Chiang remained in 
seclusion at Fenghua, Chekiang prov- 
ince, and apparently was determmed 
to remain aloof untii after the meeting 
of the government's central executive 
committee in Nanking next month. If 
the foreign embassies continue pres- 
sure, however, it was believed that 
Chiang may have to return to the 
capital and hasten a settlement which 
will at least assure speedy release of 
Americans and Europeans unable to 
escape from the troubled areas. Groups 
of British, Belgian, German, Italian 
and other nationals are endangered as 
well as the Americans. 

Nanking forces today had completed 
preparations for a nuteracker move- 
ment which can be started at any 
time an order to advance is given. No 
attack con be considered, however, un- 
til foreigners in the region have been 
removed, Nanking, too, is loath to 
attack as long as the rebeis hold num- 
bers of its airplanes, artillery and 
other supplies seized when the rebel- 
lion started last month with the kid- 
naping of Generalissimo Chiang. 

The essential situation thus was 
unchanged.

WASHINGTON, Thursday.—Yesterday afternoon the Egyptian min- 
ister came to bring me a gift from the first factory which has been open- 
ed in Egypt. They have always imported their linen and cotton mate- 
rial, and for the first time they are actually making linen and cotton 
articles. When one realizes how much cotton is grown there, it seems 
almost incredible that they have had no factory before for its manu- 
facture into articles of everyday use. 

We were alone at dinner except for some friends of Franklin Jr.’s, 
and | worked until fairly late while the boys enjoyed a movie. 

This morning | set off to drive myself to the district jail. I was 
driving a new car for the first time, and my brother insisted on going 
with me, as he evidently distrusted my ability to understand its me- 
chanics. So he also had ‘to go through the jail. On coming out, his 
comment was: “In Birmingham, Mich., they have a modern one that 
has this one beaten a mile.” 

It wouldn’t be at all difficult to beat this one in a great many ways. 
Except for very able administration, it might very easily be a breeding 
place for crime. The food seems to be excellent for the money spent. 
The jail is clean and as well ventilated as it possibly can be considering 
its construction, This could be ameliorated by the use of modern 
ventilation fans. he 

1 think if 1 were the warden I would be saying a prayer every night 
for an addition where I could segregate the young offenders and have 
sufficient space for a modern hospital and appropriation enough to al- 
low for adequate medical examination of everyone who is taken in, as 
well as a safe place to care for them while ill. 

District jails throughout the country are probably where communi- 
ties should begin to familiarize themselves with the crime situation and 
what they, as communities, can do to improve it. These are the least 
known institutions, very rarely visited, and yet they are the nearest 
prisons which people might see. 

I hold no brief for individuals who visit public institutions as a 
mere matter of curiosity, but I think every citizen should familiarize 
himself with all the institutions of government in his vicinity. As a tax- 
payer, he is responsible for their support, and for the way in which 
they are run, and in the course of his survey he may find something 
that he, as an individual, can do.

GENERAL SPECIFICATIONS OF 
TWO BIDS. 


An opening two bid seldom should 
be even considered unless the hand 
contains more than five honor tricks 
distributed among three suits, and is 
not more than one trick short of a 
certain game even with a blank in 
partner’s hand. Experts who require 
that a two bid absolutely guarantee 
a game, place the requirements so 
high as virtually to drive the two bid 
out of circulation. It is better to 
lose, rarely, by making a two bid, 
than to miss splendid opportunities 
for more precise slam bidding, not 
to speak of the numerous games re- 
trieved. 

It must be remembered that one 
bids are not kept open if the respond- 
er holds only a couple of queens, and 
many hands require only that type of
